Graham Phillips, author 
died in Bellevue hospital 
victim of Fitzhugh Coyle 
ough, an eccentric musician, 
the novelist yesterday for a 
grudge, then killed himself. 

Phillips fought valiantly 
six bullet holes were too much 
for his grit and sturdy constitution. 

Phillips was conscious up to within 
a quarter of an hour of his death. At 
the bedside were his sister, Mrs. Caro- 
lyne Frevert: his brother, Edison W. 
Phillips; his personal physician, Dr. 
Eugene Fuller, and Dr. Donovan, of 
Bellevue. The immediate cause of 
death was hemorrhage of the right 
lung, which.had been punctured by one 
of the bullets from Goldsborough’s 
automatic pistol. 

Turn for Worse. 

The novelist rested quietly, and both 
physicians and relatives were hopeful 
of the outcome until two hours before 
death. He had bten conscious all day, 
and had received visitors, among them 
his sister, his brother, Senator Bever- 
idge of Indiana and several writers. 
About 9 o'clock tonight he took a turn 
for the worse. 

The physicians met directly after the 
death and decided to request the coro- 
ner to dispense with an autopsy. It is 
believed this request will be granted, 
though an autopsy is» the usual thing 
in all homicide cases. 

Harrison Phillips announced that 
Senator Beveridge would have charge 
of the funeral arrangements. The sen- 
ator returned to Washington this aft- 
ernoon, but probably will come back to 
New York in the morning. In the mean- 
time it thought that Phillips’ body 
will be taken either to the Princeton 
Club or to the National Arts Club. 

Motive of Assassin a Mystery. 

Miss Frances Goldsborough arrived 
from Washington today and with her 
cousin, John Farr, took charge of her 
brother’s body. It was sent to Wash- 
ington tonight. The sister declined to 
discuss the tragedy, but said her fam- 
ily would make public a statement 
within a few days. Mr. Farr said that 
so far as he could learn no member of 
the family had ever been acquainted 
with Phillips.

pictured himself and family as depicted 
unfavorably in one of the author’s 
novels. There is doubt on this score, 
however, for there were found at 
Goldsborough’s lodging house pages 
from his diary. In these he bitterly 
resents what he styles Phillips’ ungal- 
lant picture of the American woman as 
drawn by some of his writings. If 
these pages prove to be genuine it 
would seem that the young musician 
resented not what he considered an 
attack on his family, but rather sought 
to vindicate American women as a 
whole.

On the 
first ballot, W. E. Chilton, democratic 
nominee, received 62 votes, 3 more than 
enough to elect, and Clarence Watson 
was 2 short with 57 votes. 

Republicans Didn’t Vote. 

None of the republican members of 
tHe legislature voted. The 15 senators 
of that party were absent from the up- 
per chamber, and the republicans in 
the lower house were recorded as “not 
voting.” 

Excitement was created in the house 
when Nelson C. Hubbard, democrat, son 
of Congressman Hubbard, and ten fol- 
lowers bolted the meeting. Hubbard 
declared the Watson nomination had 
been secured through bribery in the 
caucus. He nominated J. W. Davis, 
congressman-elect from the first dis- 
trict. This was seconded by Robinson, 
of Harrison county, who made a speech 
along the same lines as Hubbard. When 
put to a vote, Watson received 51, 
Davis 10 and Edmiston 1. 

Watson Lacks Two Votes. 

In the senate, with the republicans 
absent, the 16 votes were scattered 
among 8 candidates, Watson receiving 
6. Thts gives him 57 on joint ballot, 
with 59 necessary to a choice. C. W. 
Campbell, of Huntington, was nominat- 
e@ in the house by Hubbard for the 
other vacancy, and 5 bolted with him. 
Campbell de¢lined on the ground that 
he was out of the running, Since he 
had been turned down by the caucus, 
and asked the members to vote for 
Chilton. Chilton, accordingly, received 
the necessary number to elect. In the 
senate the vote was scattered, but. 
Chilton led.

So Alleges Sisson in a 
Speech to House. 


Washington, January 24.—(Special.) 
“The mail service all over the United 
States is in a h— of a fix, to use a 
Strong expression, and this house 
should fix the responsibility where it 
belongs. Some say it is the commit- 
tee, some say it is the department and 
s0me say it is the president.’ 

With this vigorous statement, 
resentative Sisson, of Mississippi, 
is nothing if not dramatic, 
acterized the conduct of 
service. 

The resylt of the exciting debate in 
which the postmaster general was 
sharply criticised for having saved 
$1,700,000 at the expense of the rural 
free delivery service and through re- 
fusing to extend the service as pro- 
vided for by congress, was to give an 
increase of.$100 a year to the rural 
carriers, Their maximum salary in 
the future will be $1,000, instead of 
$900 

The amendment finally adopted was 
offered by Representative Bartlett, of 
Georgia, though a half dozen others 
were before the house, fixing the 
amount at from $900 to $1,200. Rep- 
resentatives Bartlett, Hughes, Adam- 
son and Edwards spoke in favor of 
increased pay. 

Representatives Hughes, in insisting 
that the carriers were not sécuring 
enough pay for the service performed, 
said that after furnishing and. main- 
taining his horse and wagon, the car- 
rier made net out of his salary only 
$31.50 per month. This figure was 
based on returns received from 7.000 
of the 40,000 carriers now performing 
this service, he said, and was less than 
a common laborer received. 

During last year 175 carriers were 
discharged for cause, he said, or one- 
fourth of 1 per cent, while more than 
6,000 postmasters were discharged, or 
6 per cent.

ATLANTA LEADS 
IN HYDRUPHOBIA 


State Health Board Is 
Kept Very Busy. 


“City of Atlanta Is Literally 
Overrun With Dogs, : Which 
Constitute Constant Menace 
to Public From Hydropho- 
bia,” Says Dr. J. E. Paullin. 


Dr. J. Hdgar Paullin, of the state 
board of health, is authority for the 
alarming statement that more cases of 
hydrophobia are developed in Atlanta 
than in any other one city in the state. 

“The city of Atlanta is literally 
overrun with dogs which constitute 
a constant menace to the public from 
hydrophobia,” says Dr. Paullin. 

Dr. Paullin declares that since Jan- 
uary 1 the office of the board of 
health at the capitol has received the 
heads of six dogs killed in the city 
of Atlanta and the head of one killed 
in the county. Of the seven heads, 
five were found to have been suffer- 
ing from hydrophobia, 

Six of these dogs had bitten eight 
people ang one cow and there had 
been no report as to how many per- 
sons, if any at all, the dog killed last 
had bitten. The eight persons bitten 
and also the cow are taking the Pas- 
teur treatment from the state health 
office. 

‘It is certainly a splendid time for 
the dog-eatcher to get on the Job,” 
continue@qd Dr. Paullin. “The number 
of dogs that are running loose in the 
city is alarming and something should 
be done at once to remedy the evil. 

“We have more cases of hydrophobia 
coming to us from Atlanta than from 
any other one city In the. state, and 
the number is not going to decrease 
so long as one dog afflicteq with the 
disease has opportunity to communi- 
cate it to other animals running loose 
upon the streets.” 

Many people have the idea that sum- 
mer is about the only season when 
dogs develop hydrophobia, but Dr. 
Paullin declares that it may develop 
at any time and that every precaution 
~— be taken to prevent the spread 
oO t.

The lid of the chest did not fit tight, 
and the air circulated in the girl's 
small prison, keeping her alive. In his 
rush to ledve the scene, the negro left 
a door of the house open, and this was 
noticed by pedestrians, who investi- 
gated. 

The disorderly condition of one of 
the rooms, evidently caused by the 
fight the girl made against the attack 
of the Negro, led to further search and 
the finding of the black's victim. She 
lies tonight in a hospital, in an uncon- 
scious condition. 

No motive for the crime is known, 
and probably will not be until the girl 
recovers sufficiently to tell her story. 
Her recovery is expected. The girl and 
the negro were alone in the house 
when it happened, but just what time 
the attack occurred is not Known.

Chinese Fear Foreign Docters. 

As a matter of offictal record no 
new cases of bubonic plague in Pekin 
were reporteg today, but the opinion 
is hela at the legations that the 
Chinese, fearing the visitations of the 
foreign doctors and the summaty de- 
struction of the dead, are not re- 
porting illness of any ,sort and are 
possibly secreting the bodies. 

The newspapers are supporting 
government in its efforts to allay the 
fears. The masses, nevertheless, are 
much alarmed by gruesome reports 
such as one alleging that the Russians 
at Harbin are casting the afflicteg into 
poisoned welis. This story, perhaps, 
developed from the possible use of lime 
pits for the dead. 

Meanwhile, the diplomatic body has 
not been able to agreé as to the man- 
ner in which the legation quarter 
should be quarantined. The Germans, 
Austrians’ and British are behind the 
barred gates of their own compounds, 
and are advocating drastic isolation. 
The Japanese, who have the largest 
community outside the quarter and 
perhaps the most pressing general in- 
terests to be looked after in Pekin, 
are supported by the Ruestans in argu- 
ing the necessity of continuing .diplo- 
matic relations @ith the Chinese for- 
eign board. 

Course of American Minister. 

William Jj. Calhoun, the American 
minister, has adopted a middle course. 
He has suggested keeping within the

sion of the Chinese except such officials 
as have business with the legations. 
The moderates are ridiculing the 
others, declaring that tney are panic-

Meeting Will Be Held 
to Consider System 
Today. 


Abolish the ward doctors? 

Well, there will be another meeting 
of a special committee this afternoon 
to say whether this momentous thing 
Shall be done. , 

One special committee of five from 
council made a split, and when coun- 
cil met last week there was nothing 
doing. So many members of council 
really did not know what the situa- 
tion was that somebody moved that 
another special committee be appoint- 
ed to consider the matter, and the fo)- 
lowing committee was appointed: 
Councilman Chambers, chairman: Coun- 
cilmen Nutting and Hatcher and Alder- 
men Ragsdale and Maddox. 

The committee is to make a report

Washington, January 24.—(Speocial ) 
Representative Livingston's  resolu- 
tion directing the secretary of agri- 
culture to investigate the cold storage 
question throughout the country will 
he discassed before the house ¢om- 
mittee on agriculture tomorrow.

Livngston contends that the evil has 
reached the state where actual poison 
ia being sold to the people of the 
United States from oold storage “ware- 
houses” under the guise of fresh éggs, 
poultry and meats. He insists that 
unscrupulous dealers should no be 
permitted to continue to make divi- 
dends at the deliberate sacrifice of the 
people’s health. Discussing the recent 
work of Pure Food Inspector Cassidy, 
in Philadelphia, he paid high tribute 
to the work of this yvoung man in dis- 
covering and punishing the dishonest 
tradesmen who were using embalmed 
eg@s, filthy milk, sulphites, furniture 
glue and other things in their bread, 
cakes, pies, confectionery and other 
things.

B. Miller, pure food superintendent of 
Pittsburg, where an egg was Wenti- 
fied after being four years in cold 
storage.

faction. The bill, it is said, will be 
taken up next Monday under suspén- 
sion of the rules and the white house 
believes it will pass.

Editor Constitution: I think that 
your editorial position in reference 
to the condition of our city’s finances 
is more than timely; and, as I stated to 
you yesterday, I belleve that some 
means should be adopted to increase 
our revenue, and it occurs to me that 
the best way is by putting the city 
tax back to the rate we once had it, 
$1.60. In expressing this opinion, how- 
ever, it should be followed by an ex- 
planation. 

The income has been for the past 
several years increased each year by 
raising the city assessments on real 
estate, and as the county requires re- 
turns to be made based upon the city 
assessment, it forces the city of At- 
lanta to pay a very unjust proportion 


of the state tax. This can be avoided 


the city assessments remain as they 
now are except for such equalizing 
as would be just and proper. In this 
way Atlanta’s income would be in- 
creased and we would not be very un- 
justly required to pay any greater 
proportion of the taxes of the state. 

More schools should De® built and 
equipped; more fire houses should be 
established, and indeed ati of the large 
departments need a_ sustantial in- 
crease. The driveways tnrough Grant 
park should be paved, Peachtree and 
West Mitchell streets should be 
widened, Spring street should be open- 
ed up, Marietta street widened, and 
indeed, there are a hundred important 
improvements that should be made if 
the stereotypeq cry of “No funds” 
could be avoided.

‘Alleged Disfranchisement 
Laws of South Subject 
of Debate. 


Washington, January 24.—Opposition 
to the resolution now pending in the 
senate calling for the popular election 
of memberg of that body in the several 
states, was voiced today by Senator 
Depew, of New York. 

“Instead of providing that senators 
Shall be elected by the people of the 
several states,” said the senator, “it 
Virtually gives the people the right 
to elect senators by impairing the feour- 
teenth and fifteenth amendments to the 
constitution, which were intended to 
secure the elective franchise to all 
citizens of the United States. 

The speaker betrayed some appre- 
hension that the passage of such 
resolution would call forth an expres- 
sfon of determined disappreuval from 
the negro voters of the north, east an4 
west, and that that protest would be 
registered in go effective a way at the 
polls as to be felt all over the country. 

Even while Mr. DePew was engaged 
in reading his speech his discussion of 
the disfranchisement of the negroes in 
the southern states caused interrup- 
tions. Mr. Bacon took exception to 
some of his remarks on this point, say- 
ing the disproportion of the southern 
to the northern vote in the regular 
election was due largely to the fact 
that as a rule the republicans put no 
ticket in the field, rendering it unnec- 
essary for democrats to turn out. As 
a consequence of this condition he said 
the vote at the primaries was always 
much larger than at the legal elections. 

“lHiow about those that are not per- 
mitted to vote?” asked Mr. DePew. 

“As to that,” responded Mr. Bacon, 
“in Georgia, and I think it is true in 
other states, no man is denied the right 
of suffrage who has the qualifications 
required by the law. No obstacles 
whatever are placed in the way of such 
electors; that is a question to be de- 
cided by the courts.” 

Replying,» Mr. DePew said that the 
matter was controlled entirely by state 
laws. “We all know of the grand- 
father and the educational clause— 

“They have it in Massachusetts,” 
Bacon interrupted to say. 

“And they ought to have it tn all the 
states,” remarked Mr. Bailey.

New York, January 24.—A baseball 
Statistician here has just figured that 
the spring training af all the major 
league teams this year will cost about 
$200,000.

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COTTON RECOVERED 
LOSS OF PREVIOUS DAY 


Market Closed at Practically 
Highest Point of the Day. 
Spot Cotton Higher. 


New York, January 24.—The cotton 
market practically recovered yester- 
day’s loss during today’s trading, the 
close being very steady at a net ad- 
vance of 5@1 points. 

The opening was steady ata ad- 
vance of 4@7 points, in response to 
steadier cables than expected and, with 
only slight recessions, the advance 
continued until during the late afte 
noon, when old crop positions show 
a gain of from 14 to 15 points, almost 
completely recovering the losses fol- 
lowing ‘he publication of the census 
report yesterday. Private cables from 
Liverpool, reporting that Manchester 
spinners were calling cotton freely 
bullish, spot advices from the south, 
and an interview with a large dry 
goods house indicating a greatly im- 
proved demand for goods since the 
first of Jaunary, appeared the factors 


-oenm the advance. Many of yesterday's 


sellers seemed to be puying, including 
prominent brokers who were sup osed 
to be replacing cotton recently Hiqui- 

by leading bulls, while there 
was also a g00q deal of covering on 
the advance to 15.03 for May, or about

The market closed at practically the 
best point of the day, but the advance 
did not seem to have attracted any 
improved demand from outside sources 
nor to have been accompanied by much 
change in the average local sentiment, 
as talk around the ring suggested that 
the upw#™@ movement was considered 
by many as little more than a tempo- 
rary reaction. 

Southern spot markets, as officially 
reported early, were generally un- 
changed, and private advices from the 
south were very bullish as to the sit- 
uation in interior markets, which are 
said to be practically sold out. 

Exports were about 1,157,000 bales 
ahe of last year. Light rains were 
reported in the southwest, but the 
precipitation did not seem heavy 
enough to attract immediate attention, 
and the day’s market appeared to be 
dominated by a more optimistic view 
of the situation, and the bullish south- 
ern spot advices.

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INEW YORK CITY BONDS 
WERE EAGERLY SOUGHT 


Subscriptions ~ Several . Times 
ater Than Amount Of- 
fered---Stock Market. — 


New York, January 24.—The interest 
of the financlal community today con- 
verged largely around the $60,000,000 
issue of New York City 4% per cent 
bonds. Dealings in the “receipts” were 
on a very large scale at the highest 
prices yet recorded and foreshadowed 
@ most successful outcome. The num- 
ber of bids was in excess of 500 and 
the sum total of subscriptions was 
probably several times greater than 
the amount offered. The most gratify- 
ing feature of the offering, from the 
viewpoint of the bankers, was the 
large number of foreign bids in which 
French financial interests were report- 
ed to be especially prominent. Home 
institutions, including banks, trust 
companies and the more important in- 
surance companies, also were active 
participants. 

The stock market itself was dis- 
tinctly apathetic on a very light vol- 
ume of business. Prices moved irreg- 
ularly and in a very narrow groove, 
with the tendency toward further re- 
action, but Dy midday mas? early 
losses were recovered. Trading con- 
tinued dull throughout the late session, 
with marked strength in United States 
Steel and quiet firmness in Reading. 
In the final dealings the list eased off 
with a dull and unsettled closing. 

Americans were inclined to sag in 
the London market:-and trading here 
for that account was a mixture of pur- 
chases and sales, with the net result 
in doubt. The street took some heart 
from the large orders for rails placed 
by the New York Central system, 
which was divided between the United 
States Steel Corporation and two lead- 
ing independent concerns. Advices 
from Pittsburg intimated an advance 
in other steel products is under dis- 
cussion, but these reports were not 
confirmable here. The belief prevails, 
however, that conditions point toward 
early imprevement in the industry. 
Interborough issues were active and 
higher. 

The inflow of money to this center 
today was smaller than has recently 
been the case. The banks continued 
to gain on operations with the sub- 
treasury and in receipts from the in- 
terior. No change in rates for money 
on time or call was reported. Foreign 
exchange was firm throughout. with 
an advance of 10 to 15 points for de- 
mand sterling on further offerings on 
commercial bills. Exports of merchan- 
dise from this port for the week are 
estimated at slightly under $12,000,000, 
which is a vast falling compared with 
the preceding week and a decline of 
about $2,000,000 compared with the 
corresponding week of 1910. 

Trading in the new city bonds was 
the overshadowing feature of that de- 
partment. Transactions in the new is- 
sue amounted to $3,700,000 out of a 
total par value of $6,016,000.

ing that the policy of the schedule-by- 
schedule revision of the tariff would 
mark the. beginning of the of 
what he termed “the great principle 
of the protective system,” Senator 
Smoot, of Utah, in the senate today 
spoke in opposition to the joint reso- 
lution introduced by Senator Cum- 
mins, of lowa, providing that no 
amendment shall be in order or al- 
lowed which proposes to amend or 
change any paragraph or fttem in the 
tariff act not embraced in the sched- 
ule containing the paragraph of item 
to be amended. 

“The tariff act,’ said Mr. 

It is not made up 
of independent integral parts, but all 
the parts are so interwoven that any 
change in any of them might disas- 
trously disarrange other parts in en- 
tirely different schedules. 

“As the cost of materials to the

made to maintain the proper equi- 
librium between the materials 
and the articles fabricated in 
country from such materials. 

“Schedule-by-schedule revision would 
enable sections of this country not 
interested directly in a particular 
dustry to combine and destroy 
dustry,” argued the speaker, “with no 
chance left to consider the justice of 
the reduction of duties on ariicles 
necessary for use in the process of 
manufacturing in that industry. Sched- 
ule-by-schedule revision is a plan to 
separate industries which are so cor- 
related that the tariff of orfe affects 
the other. Such a system will result 
in the destruction of our industries, 
and the great principle of protection, 
the keystone to the arch of the tem- 
ple of republicanism will. be nibbled 
to death by supposed friends of the 
protective policy and Kicked to death 
by adherents to the principles of.a 
tariff for revenue only.”
